New York Governor Had Foresight 


To Select Dewey, Backing Him With 


Full Power In Racket Busting 


By DAMONRUNYON 


v i ’E note in the public prints of m any cities th# 


cry "w h at we need here is a D ew ey ’’ 


T h is is highly com plim entary to the young district 


attorney of N ew York county, whose efforts have a t­ 


tracted attention that has made his nam e almost a 


household word, but what those cities need before a 


D ew ey is a H erbert Lehm an. 


In the hullabaloo over Dewey, it has been w ell 
nigh forgotten that the man who made his work 
possible is the governor of the E m p ire state, a quiet, 
self-effacing sort of man who is one of the towering 
political figures of these or any other times. 


A n y c ity could have a Dewey if it had a Gov. L e h ­ 


man. It was Gov. Lehm an who not only appointed 
Dewey as special prosecutor of the racket sm ashing 
job that fin ally swept the young man into the office 
of d istrict attorney of N ew York county, but gave 
him the widest possible powers, then stood behind 
him with the full strength of the gubernatorial office. 


A n y g o 'e rn o r might appoint a special prosecutor 


for a special job, but the efficiency of the prosecutor 
would then depend upon how the governor supported 
him. T h ere have been numerous occasions in the*# 
United States when governors m ad e appointm ents 
of this nature as a public gesture, then ham strung 
the work of their appointees by not supporting them. 


J N D ew ey's case. Gov. Lehm an's unqualified support 
* 
was his ace iii the hole. W h a te ver Dewey did was 
right w ith Gov. Lehm an 
No political considerations 
could ham per Dewey, though he is a Republican aud 
Lehm an a Democrat. 


No man would h a w dared approach Gov 
LchmatMfe 
against anything Dewey did 
Probably th*’ g u v ni f l B 
saw in the young fellow from M ichigan a man of his 
own intellectual stripe and his own high character, 
lie told Dewey, iii effect, to "go as fa r as you lik e "— 
and Dew ey w’ent. 


It was not Gov 
Lehm an who first dug up Dewey, 
however. It was George V. Medalie, another high class 
man. who was United States district attorney for the 
southern district of New York in 1931-19371 and who 
named the then fledgling law yer, Dewey, as his chief 
assistant. 
M edalie was undoubtedly the tirst to see the possi­ 
bilities iii Dewey. H e put him on the important in­ 
come tax Investigation of livin g W e xler. a big shot 
racket man better known as W a x ir Gordon. Dewey 
worked a long time on that m atter and when an in­ 
dictment was found against Gordon, M edalie let hint 
prosecute the (ase. Gordon's conviction eave Dew ey 
a considerable local reputation 


W hen M edalie went nut of office. D ew ey wpm with 
him and turned to p rivate practice. In th* m eantim e. 
W illiam ( ’. Dodge had been elected d istrict attorney 
of New York county and the big town was buzzing 
with rum ors of continued racketeering and corrup­ 
tion in general. If is this sam e Dodge who has been 
named by Dewey in the trial of Ja m e s J .

STATE TO MAKE PARK 
AREA OF OLD CANALS 


Abandoned System Will Be 


Used For Recreation 


DAHLIA 


COLUMBUS, O. — Rejuvenation 
of large sections of Ohio’s 81S'-.mile 
abandoned canal system into public 
parks and stream s is being planned 
by Hie state conservation council. 
As 
an 
experim ental 
step, 
the 
council 
last 
spring 
appropriated 
125.000 for the conversion of IO 
miles of old canal bed near Maili- 
Ion into a fishing and recreation 
area. Aided by WPA labor, the con­ 
servation division is constructing 
small dams for 
the creation of 
pools to he stocked with fish. 
The council now eyes the possi­ 
bility of converting several hun­ 
dred additional miles of the once- 
thriving canal into state park areas. 
The extensive canal system 
has 
lain 
dorm ant 
since 
1929 
when 
w ater was turned off. 
The canal lands, rem nants of an 
inland transportation system that 
served the state for more than a 
century, have a current value of 
$15,000,000 and 30,000 acres already 
have been placed under jurisdiction 
of the conservation council. 
When the larger plan of rejuve­ 
nation is completed. It will add 
large new areas to the sta te ’s small 
park system. The Ohio and Lake 
Erie canal bed traversed the state 
from Portsmouth to Cleveland via 
Chillicothe. 
Newark, 
Coshocton, 
New Philadelphia, Akron. 
T he Miami and Erie canal ex­ 
tended from Cincinnati to Toledo 
via Dayton, Troy. St. Mary's and 
Defiance.
